London, Dec. 25.— (4 a. m.)— There is 
no sign of the despondency which char- 
acterized "Biack December" last year. 
At the same time, 'lie Christmas edi- 
torials find little cause for extreme satis- 
faction. All express regret that the 
nation is still at war. Some take the 
trouble to remind their readers that 
there are four times as many troopers in 
South Africa us there were twelve 
months ago, and all engaged in the 
monotonous, wearisome duties against an 
ever-evasive foe and needing the sympa- 
thy of friends at home at this festive 
season. 

The Standard says that Christmas 
finds the British people in a chastened 
mood, and moralizes upon the strange' 
lack of political foresight regarding the 
character and the wisdom of the opera- 
tions against the Boers. It confesses 
that " everything has long since been 
done that would have been possible to 
end the war if it had been contending 
against European powers." It is con- 
fident, liowever, that the settlement is 
only a question of time. 

" Since the Nooitgedncht affair," says 
the correspondent of the Daily Mail at 
The Hague, " -Mr. Kruger has become 
stiff-necked. He now scornfully rejects 
all private suggestions in the nature of 
peace overtures." 

" We learn," says that Daily 
" that the reports of the serious situation 
in Cape Colony are fully confirmed. The 
invading Boers are receiving much 
assistance from the Capo Dutch. Kail- 
way communication between Capetown 
and the north is almost entirely sus- 
pended, partly by Boer operation's and 
partly by rains." 

Capetown, Dee. 24. — Lord Kitchenei 
has arrived at DeAar, Cape Colony, anil 
is taking measures to crush the Boer in- 
vasion. 

Quebec, Dec. 2-1.— (Special.)— Tlio of- 
ficers and men of the Canadian contin- 
gent were enthusiastically received and 
presented with an address of welcome by 
Mayor S. X. Parent, on their arrival al 
Levis at 2:30 p. m. today. One para- 
graph read: "You have fulfilled your 
glorious mission full of responsibilities in 
the eyes of the world and danger to your 
own lives. Thanks to your heroic saeri 
lice, Canada is now reputed abroad as 
tie most enviable country to live in and a 
promised land and the abode of a young 
but rapidly rising nation. 

24.— (Special.)— The Ot 
tawa men of the Royal Canadians reeeiv 
ed a splendid welcome home tonight. Tho

THE ICARUS AT 

SANDWICH ISLANDS 



Touched at Hilo on December 
1 7 — Celebrated Scout 
Kills Himself. 



Honolulu, Dec. 17, xitt San Francisco, 
Dee. 24— The British sloop-of-war Icarus, 
commander Knowling, has arrived at 
Hilo. She left Esquimalt some time 
ago, under orders^to proceed to Panama 
to enquire into the seizure 'of ;i British 
steamer by the Colombian government. 
She is expected to call at Honolulu in a 
few days. 

The United States training ship 
Adams also arrived at. Hilo last week, 
and came to Honolulu to-day. 

Frank P. Bennett, the well-known 
United States scout, committed suicide 
here by shooting himself in the head 
last Thursday, his suicide following the 
death by poisoning of Miss Clara 
Schneider, an intimate friend. Bennett- 
was an Indian fighter of national repu- 
tation, having been one of thnic sur- 
vivors of the famous company of which 
Buffalo Bill is the best known, and 
having taken a prominent part in run- 
ning the Apache, Geronimo, to earth. 
Miss Schneider was a domestic in the 
family of Paul Neumann. A post- 
mortem examination showed that ber 
death had been due to morphine poison- 
ing'. Bennett shot himself the day after 
the girl's death, but ins body was not 
found until three days later. 



JOE BAKR'S DEATH. 

Man Who Knocked Him Out Held For 
Grand Jury, 

Philadelphia, Pa.. Dec. 24.— The cor- 
oner today investigated the denth of Ed- 
ward Sariford, professionally known aa 
.Toe Barr, who died in a hospital on Sat- 
urday night, after a boxing bout with 
Joseph Kerrigan at the Athletic club of 
Philadelphia. The jury rendered a ver- 
dict that 'Sanford'd death was duo to 
hemorrhage of the brain. Kerrigan was 
held to await tha action of the Grand 
Jury. 



Rome, Dec. 24.— At St. Peter's yester- 
day the spectacle inside the vast Basilica 
Was superb. The pillars of the central 
nave wen? draped with gold embroidered 
scarlet cloth and the porch under which 
the function took place was transformed 
iiito a magnificently decorated hall. On 
the left of the holy door was erected a 
pontifical throne, covered with red and. 
gold. On the rigiit hand side of the door 
stood tribunes for royal personages, 
princes, knights of Malta, prelates, rep- 
resentatives of tho Roman nobility and 
other distinguished portions. Inside the 
church every inch of space was occupied 
by a throng which gathered early iu the 
morning. A strong detachment of troops 
stationed in the square in front of the 
cathedral to keep the crowds back. 

The Pope left bin apartments at 11:45 
a. m., borne in the sacred chair and pre- 
ceded by clergy with lighted caudles, bis- 
hops, archbishops and cardinals, and es- 
corted by the pontifical noble guards. On 
his arrival at the portal of St. Peter's, 
he alighted and entered the church, 
through the holy door. As he appeared 
on the threshold the solemn and silvery 
tones of the trumpet echoed through tho 
edifice. The chapter of the Vatican met 
him and presented to him holy water, 
which he sprinkled upon the congrega- 
tion. Applause being forbidden, a religi- 
ous silence was observed which heighten- 
ed the grandeur and impressiveness of 
the moment. Borne now on the sedia. 
gestatoria to the high altar, he stepped 
to the ground anil knelt before the most 
precious relics of the Cathedral church 
which were displayed on the altar. Then 
the procession reformed and proceeded to 
the chapel of the sacrament, where the- 
pontiff again knelt for some time while 
tho choir of the Sistine chapel chanted' 
psalms. 

The Pope was then borne to the holy 
door, where he alighted irom tho eedia. 
gestatoria and waited until the entire 
procession had passed out through the- 
door. He left the church last, and walk- 
ing to the throne where the papal choir 
wan, after which he rose and blessed all 
the material employed in the closing of 
the door. Then he descended from the- 
throne, knelt before the door and laid 
with the golden trowel, n layer of cement, 
on which he placed three gilt bricks bear- 
ing commemoration inscriptions. Beside, 
the bricks he placed a casket containing . 
gold, nilver and bronze medals and bear- 
ing inscriptions recording tho opening 
and closing of the holy door. The I'opo 
having reascended the throne. Cardinal 
Bishop Sera lino Vannutelli, and four oth- 
er cardinals, performed a similar cere- 
mony of laying cement and three bricks. . 
after which the masons employed by the 
Vatican closed the doorway with a can- 
vas screen, painted to represent marbcl- 
with a cross -in the center. The candles - 
borne by the energy were extinguished, 
the Te Deurn was miug and the Pontiff 
having given a solemn benediction was- 
immediately carried back to his apart- 
ments. It is estimated that S0,000 per- 
sons were spectators of the ceremony. 



YOUTHFUL MURDERER. 



Eight-Year-Old Boy Burns 
Girl to Death. 



a Little- 



New York, Dec. 24.— Eight-year-old 
Joseph Bunsby is a prisoner at police 
headquarters at Jersey City, accused of 
the murder of live-year-old Maggie 
Faleria. Tho specific charge against 
the child is manslaughter, and the police 
say that the little boy deliberately com- 
mitted the murder. 

The tiny prisoner lived with his 
parents at No. 520 Henderson street, 
Jersey City. Maggie Faleria lived next 
door. Little Bunsby was the leader of 
a crowd of children who built a big bon- 
fire opposite his home on Saturday night. 
Little Maggie seemed particularly de- 
lighted with the play that went on there. 
According to the police, young Bunsby 
seized the girl by the waist and pushed, 
her into the blaze by a vicious shove. 
The little girl fell on top of a blazing 
barrel and screamed in agony. Her 
dress immediately took fire, and her ■ 
clothing was quickly burned off. She 
was taken to a hospital, where she died ' 
during the night, without recovering con- 
sciousness. As soon as tho death was 
reported to the police they arrested little 
Bunsby and took him, screaming ami 
crying from fear, to police headquarter^ . 
where lie was locked in a cell. 



IN OLD KENTUCKY. 

Choose Christmas Time to Settle - a • 
Long-Standing Feud. 

London. Ky., Dec. 24. — Two men were 
killed and two wounded at Faris distil- 
lery, in Clay county, 12 miles from 
here. late yesterday. Four members of 
the Sizemore family on one side, and 
Henry Barrett and W. IT. Young on the 
other, engaged in a desperate fight. 
Young and one of the Sizemores were 
killed, and two of the Sizemores were 
probably fatally wounded. An oid fetid, 
was the cause of the trouble. 



OLD RESIDENT DIES. 

Joseph Handle Lived in Nanaimo For - 
Over Forty Years. 

Nanaimo, Dee. 24.— (Special)— Joseph 
Randle, 41 years a resilient of Nanaimo, 
died on Saturday night, aged 72.

Chamberlain Asks For Thou, 
sand Recruits For Baden- 
Powell's Force. 



Free Transportation To South 
Africa and the Pay Is 
Good. 



Ottawa, Dee. 24.— Lord Minto lias re- 
ceived a cable from Mr. Chamberlain, 
asking for one thousand, recruits from 
Canada for Baden-Powoll'e Transvaal 
. force at five shillings per day. 

If this number is recruited in the Do- 
. minion, then ten captaincies and fifteen 
lieutenancies in the Imperial army will 
go to the Dominion militia. 

Free transportation will be given from 
■ Canada to South Africa for the recruits, 

Montreal, Dec. 24.— The Star's Lon- 
don cable says: 

" London, Dec. 24. — Lord Kitchener 
has evidently made earnest appeals to 
the British government to despatch im- 
mediately large drafts of mounted in- 
fantry to hasten the end of ffuorilla 
warfare. Some say he has asked for 
40,000 men. 

" New Zealand is sending another con- 
tingent, and the Canadians are wonder- 
ing whether, as Canada has no national 
force in South Africa— Strnthcona's 
being the result of private munificence— 
Canadians may not wish to semi a 
second corps of 500 mounted men from 
the Northwest, ro be raised and equipped 
by the Canadian government." 

Halifax, Dec. 2;!.— The steamer Lake 
Champlam arrived at 3 o'clock this 
•morning, all well. The men received 
'hearty greetings. There was a lot of 
•delay in disembarking and entraining, 
and it was not until 12 o'clock that the 
.train got under way. 

London, Dec. 23.— Since Lord Kit- 
chener's despatch of Wednesday last, re- 
porting the crossing of the Orange river 
into Cape Colony of two bands of Boers, 
nothing official concerning events in 
South Africa has reached the public. 
Last night the news was most meagre. 
Reports were received from Capetown 
that the railway had been torn up in 
three miles north of De Aar. A column 
Of ">00 of all arms, under command of 
Major Shute, left Colesberg on Decem- 
ber IS by the Philipstown road to relieve 
a post of 20 Yeomanry who were invest- 
ed on a farm at Hamelfontein. Tho 
Boers had been beaten off by the Yeo- 
tmanry before the relieving column ar- 
rived. Two wounded Boers were cap- 
tured. They stated that their party 
had lost 2 killed and 12 wounded. 

A Standerton despatch, dated Decem- 
ber 18, says a sharp encounter took 
;place with two parties of Boors near 
Kalksspruit, ton miles south of the rail- 
way. The Boer parties numbered 300. 
UoLli were routed after obstinate resist- 
ance. One retired in the direction of 
Groblesaar's Drift and the other towards 
Villiersdorp. It is supposed that they 
lost severely. The British force lost 
two wounded, and captured a quantity 
■of live stock and fori' go. 

Many people of all classes gathered 
about the war office last evening, anxious 
for the welfare of friends engaged in the 
war, and especially for that of those con- 
nected with the regiments which were 
engaged in the Nooitgedncht battle. At 
a late hour a list of casualties to non- 
commissioned officers and men was post- 
ed, showing that GO had been killed aud 
162 wounded. 



AT XANAIMO. 

Business Brisk at the Coal City— Strike 
at Alexandria Mines — 
School Closing. 

Nanaimo, Dec. 22.— (Special) — The Do- 
minion Express Company reports the 
best business in parcels this season from 
Nana inn since the office opened here. 

A strike is on at the Alexandria mines, 
the men stating that the manager re- 
fuses to allow for turning places, that 
the miners' ton of coal will be increased 
to 2,800 pounds from 2,352 pounds, and 
that the enforcement of the new rule 
will mean tin? reduction of wages 30 per 
cent, below standard. The mine is now 
closed, the mules have been brought up, 
and preparations made for a prolonged 
spell of idleness. The miners are hold- 
ing conferences on the situation. 

The city schools closed for the Christ- 
mas holidays on Friday afternoon. They 
will re-open early in the new year. 



FATHER O'DONNELL DEAD. 

Montreal Priest Dies Suddenly in the 
Prime of Life. 

Montreal, Dec. 22. — Rev. Father 
O'Donnell, of St. Mary's, a leading 
Catholic priest in Montreal, died sud- 
denly yesterday, aged 48.

STORM DISASTERS. 

News From Washington and Oregon 
Coast of Vessels in Distress. 

Tacoiua, Dec. 24.— Details are coming 
in of a shipping disaster on the North 
Pacific coast during the recent, storms. 

The storm played havoc at Astoria, 
whore the French bark General Millenet 
was stranded on a sandy shore;, the 
steamer Oswego was swamped at her 
moorings, and lies in 10 feet of water; 
the hark Muskokn dragged her anchor 
and struck the shore stem on; and the 
•government lightship at MeKenzie Head 
wa.s driven high on the beach. 

The steamer Charles D. Lane was 
•towed into Pupet Sound last night after 
terrible experiences, which threatened 
several times to send her to the bottom. 
When rescued her furnace tires were 
flooded, her steering apparatus gone and 
she was lying helpless within a mile of 
the rocks just outside Cape Finitely. 
The Lane sailed on Tuesday with a 
cargo of lumber for Guayaquil. On 
Wednesday a terrific storm was en- 
countered, and that evening the seas 
broke over the saloon and extinguished 
the lights. Chief Engineer Knox and 
his men worked 2!) hours in water up to 
their knees and waists to keep the 
pumps working. The Lane sent up sig- 
nals of distress, and was eventually 
rescued by tugs.

SEIZE U. S. EXHIBITS. 

Government Property Placed Under 
Embargo For Freight Claims. 

Paris, Dee. 24. — Thirty cars, forming 
part of the United States government 
exhibit at the recent Paris exposition, 
were suddenly laid under embargo to- 
day at Havre, the railroad company de- 
clining to surrender them, pending pay- 
ment of a claim or 5,100 francs. This 
extraordinary action, seriously delaying 
the departure of the United States 
auxiliary cruiser Prairie from Havre 
for New York with the government ex- 
hibits, was made the subject of a formal 
protest to the French government by 
United States Ambassador Porter. The 
company bases its claim on demurrage 
charges on freight in the cars when the 
goods were brought to the exposition. 
Some time ago the claim was submitted, 
aud Major Brackctt, secretary of th" 
United States commission, investigated il 
and concluded that it had no foundation, 
as some cars charged against the United 
States government never contained oui- 
cial exhibits, while others wore utilized 
by private exhibitors, and were not. 
therefore, chargeable to the United 
States. Major Brackctt thereupon en- 
deavored to secure B settlement, but 
without avail. The matter dragged along 
through the summer, the secretary ot 
the United States commission repeatedly 
expressing willingness to settle any just 
claim against the United States. The 
company left the case in an unsatisfac- 
tory condition, and finally embargoed 
tho cars. When Major Brackctt was 
informed by the United States again at 
Havre, he was wired directions to pay 
to the company 500 francs in the pres- 
ence of legal authorities, and at the 
same time to enter a claim against the 
company for 10,000 francs as damages 
for obstruction and delay.

FOR COCOS ISLAND. 

Another Expedition to Leave in Spring 
to Seek For Treasure. 

Another expedition is to go to Cocos 
island from hero to endeavor to Hud the 
treasure for which Capt. Fred. Hackett 
sought with the crew who left here 111 
18U7-.pn the schooner Aurora, and Ad- 
miral Palliser made search with one 
hundred men of the flagship Imperieuse. 
A scheme is now being elaborated to 
send a vessel from here in the spring 
with a hydraulicing plant to make^ a 
thorough search ot the island. The 
plans of the burial spot of the treasure 
are now in the possession of Captain 
Hackett, and it is understood that these 
will be used. Regarding these plans, the 
North Sydney Herald, of Cape Breton, 
of December 1, 1880— twenty years ago— 
has a letter by Capt. Thomas Hackett, 
in which the writer— a brother of Capt. 
Hackett of this city— encloses a cortui- 
cate signed by John Keating, who is 
said to have found and brought away 
a portion of the treasure, m "'hicll 
Keating says: -This is to certify that 
1, the undersigned, have given Capt 
Thomas Hackett all the papers and ul 
the information that 1 ever possessed 
respecting the buried treasure on Cocos 
island anil that no other party to my 
kn v.l dgi possesses tin information 
necessary to find the said treasure. 
This statement is sworn to by John 
Keating, whose widow came out here in 
JS'JT and made the trip to the island on 
the Aurora, and was signed in the 
presence of G, B. Ingrnhum. I< rom a 
resident of Nanaimo who formerly live, 
at -North Sydney, information is learned 
that the impression was current there 
twenty years ago that John Keating 
had found the treasure, and the impres- 
sion was heightened by the fact that 
Keating had a good supply of doubloons 
after his return from Cocos island.

A TARIFF GRIEVANCE. 

The ^policy of tho Liberal administra- 
tion in removing the duty from certain 
classes of lumber imported from the 
United States -was greatly appreciated by 
the people of the great central prairie 
section of Canada, and has unquestion- 
ably proved a (boon to many thousands 
of farmers on the plains iby giving them 
•cheaper material fur their buildings and 
all farming operations in which lumber 
is required. It is maintained, - however, 
by tho lumbermen of British Columbia, 
who hack their contention with strong 
■arguments, that the benefits bestowed on 
the prairie farmers constitutes a hardship 
towards them and threatens the very ex- 
istence of a great industry. Machinery, 
tools, provisions and wages are cheaper, 
they allege, in tho Pacific Coast State? 
than in British Columbia, and tho freight 
rates to interior points are considerably 
lower, enabling the United States mills, 
particularly those of the Sound, to dump 
the rougher classes of their output on the 
.Western Canadian market at prices 
"with which Canadian mills cannot com- 
pete and live. In addition to this, the 
Canadian tarifl on machinery, tools and 
provisions further handicap the British 
'-Columbia to the extent of 32 per cent, for 
the balk of the lumbering machinery and 
•'.tools manufactured in Canada is only se- 
lected for the lighter lumber of the east- 
ern forests, whereas the United States 
manufacturers make a specialty of a line 
o£ machinery and tools especially adapt- 
ed to the heavy timber of the Pacific 
coast. Again many of the food staples 
required in the logging camps of British 
Columbia have to be imported, as the 
province does not produce nearly eufli- 
cient for the home market. 

In short, while the lumbermen acknow- 
ledge that free lumber may be a blessing 
to central Canada, they argue that cer- 
tain amendments should be made to the 
tariff which would place them on an 
equal footing with their United States 
competitors. There is, we are informed, 
a movement on foot among the lumber- 
men of the province to present the facts 
of the case to the Ottawa government! 
with a view to having some more equit- 
able adjustment of the tariff made at the 
approaching session of parliament. It 
• has been suggested that a tariff adjust- 
able to the requirements of the different 
sections of Canada might ibe a means of 
relieving the government of a vast deal 
of harrassment from the interests injuri- 
ously affected .by the present general tnr- 
iff, (which applies equally to all portions 
of the Dominion. The case in point 
makes strongly in favor of such a policy, 
for no part of the population should be 
given a preference at the expense of tho 
whole community, or tho destruction of 
an important industry. 



i WORTHY OF NOTE. 

On Friday of last week tho Captain 
of the Salvation Army was asked if he 
knew any family to whom a Christmas 
dinner .would be acceptable. He said 
he did not, but that he would make in- 
quiries and report. Late yesterday 
afternoon he reported that, although tie 
had made every possible inquiry, from 
private individuals as well as benevo- 
lent organizations, he could not find a 
single family in Victoria which was not. 
well provided for Christmas. He added 
that in all his travels upon this conti- 
nent—and he had been located in places

from one ocean to the other — he never 
saw anything like tho condition 
affairs existing here. "It is the only 
place I ever was in," he said, "where 
there were no families requiring assist- 
ance to enable them to enjoy a Christ 
mas dinner." 

What is the explanation of this? We 
think it is first that there are realty 
few, if any, poor people here, and 
secondly that the people are so kind- 
hearted and thoughtful that the wants of 
the needy are looked nfter. But whatever 
the reason may be, it is worth recording 
on this, tlie last Christmas of the Nine- 
teenth Century, every Victoria family, 
as far as diligent inquiry could discover, 
was able to sit down to a good Christ- 
mas dinner. Many things have been 
said about our city,- but nothing thai 
speaks more eloquently for it than this. 
Of how many places of approximately 
thirty thousand inhabitant's can such a 
thing be said?. Surely if there is a 
place in all the wide world, from which 
there ought to arise to-day a general 
cho-us of thinksgiving, it is this inuch- 
blessed city of Victoria, 



OUR GREAT PROVINCE. 

We reprint from the Toronto Globe an 
interview with Mr. Smith Curtis, 
M. P. P. It is one of tlie most inter- 
s-sling and comprehensive statements 
ever made ns to the industrial outlook 
in this province. Mr. Curtis has done 
a timely and judicious thing in tailing 
advantage of the opportunity afforded 
him to make public his views as to the 
era of provincial development now in- 
augurated. What lie says will be 
about as pleasant Christmas reading as 
anything we could give this morning. 
We are sure that his hearty words will 
be appreciated by all who rem! tb'-ni. 
and will be productive of great beneSt to 
British Columbia. 

It is a matter of profound satisfactii.ii 
to know that there Is not a man in the 
province, who more fully appreciates tho 
force of what Mr. Curtis says, thin -Mr. 
James Dunsmuir, the premier. He is 
thoroughly alive to the possibilities of 
this imperial province. He has shown 
his faith in them, by liberal invest- 
ments. He has paid out in develop- 
ment work money enough, if invested 
in bonds, to make him affluent, and he 
is to-day as full as ever of business 
enterprise. We mention this because 
Mr. Dunsmuir is going to Ottawa early 
in the New Year to confer with Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier on several questions re- 
lating to this province. Among those 
which must inevitably arise are some 
relating to the opening of the country to 
settlement and investment. He will lie 
able to speak on such subjects witli all 
the force which his position in regard to 
the development of British Columbia 
gives. In this respect he occupies an 
exceptional position among provincial 
premiers. He is not only tho head of 
the ministry, but he is the lending busi- 
ness man in the province. We believe 
he will be abb; to accomplish a great 
deal. 

But it is not enough to know that the 
provincial premier is desirous of promot- 
ing provincial development. It is not 
enough to know that his colleagues ami 
supporters in the House are with him in 
such a policy. It is not enough that 
the members of the provincial opposition 
for whom Mr. Curtis may be presumed 
to speak, are so hearty in their anticipa- 
tions for the future. There rests upon 
all of us a duty under tho circumstances. 
We can all do something to bring about 
the consummation of our reasonable 
hopes, and we ought to do it witli vigor 
and earnestness. 



C A MADIA N S W A N T ED. 

Kitchener wants mounted men. It is 
very evident, from the nature Of the 
news received from South Africa that 
infantry are not of much use in coping 
with the guerilla bands. A large force 
of mounted men would restore quiet 
more quickly than anything else. Colo- 
nials are better for this service than 
any others. A call has been made upon 
Canada to furnish a thousand recruits, 
and doubtless they will be forthcoming, 
although times are so good in this coun- 
try that it means a considerable sacrifice 
on the part: of young men to make up 
their minds to leave nt such n period. 

We believe there will be a prompt re- 
sponse to the call, and that Canada will 
have the satisfaction of seeing herself 
more fully represented by her stalwart 
sons. The Dominion has only Strath- 
cona's force now in the field, the other 
contingents either being home or on the 
way. If the federal authorities can set 
their way clear to equip a cavalry corps, 
we are sure the public will bear them 
out. 

The new corps is to be commanded by 
Baden-Powell, and its duties will be 
chiefly of a police nature, the heroic 
defender of Mafeking being at the head 
of the police department. We iio not 
interpret the call, as some do, as an indi 
cation of any greater stress in the South 
African situation, hut only as showing 
that in order to give Baden-Powell the 
best available men for irregular mounted 
duty, recourse is being had to the colo 



Bolivia and Chili havo an unsettled 
boundary; dispute on hand, Chili has an- 
other with Argentina. Holland has one 
with Great Britain relating to Dutch Gu- 
iana, and it is probable that there are 
others.

To peo- 
ple, who gave the matter much thought, 
it must have seemed strange that the lit- 
tle republic had not suggested long ago 
that she proposes to have something to 
say in a matter so vitally affecting her 
interests. 



Tho United States disclaims any re- 
sponsibility for foreign losses in Cuba. 
This raises a very nice question in inter- 
national ethics. Foreigners lost heavily 
in Cuba through no fault of theirs. If 
Spain had suppressed the rebellion she 
would have had to make the losses good, 
and Cuba would have had to pay tho hill. 
But owing to the intervention of tho 
United Slates, Spain lost her great col- 
ony. With the loss came a clearance 
from all responsibility. If the United 
States had acquired Cuba she would not, 
have assumed any responsibility incurred 
by Spain. But Cuba is supposed to be 
independent, and an independent country 
is morally responsible for be acts of 
those who made her independent.. Cuba, 
therefore, ought to make tfto foreigners 
good for their losses. If sin? does not, 
and she is not likely to, and dforcigu gov- 
ernments resort to force, will the United 
States intervene? Ami if so, will that 
country assume the duty of settling th« 
claims?

Mr. Smith Curtis, of Rossland, who 
was minister of mines in the Martin 
government, is visiting the city, 
says' the Toronto Globe. Mr. Curtis 
is one of the leading men in the 
public life of British Columbia, nnd has 
a thorough grasp of the situation in the 
province, and especially of the facts re 
luting to its industrial development. To 
a reporter of the Globe yesterday Mr. 
Curtis said: 

In Kossland the mining outlook is most 
encouraging. Nearly a dozen mines are 
shipping, and several others arc being 
rapidly developed. Ontario in rccei 
years has made great strides in mink) 
hut let Ille tell you that the VOlu* Of 
Itossland's ore output this year is about 
two and a half times that of the wh.*Ie 
of Ontario. The Boundary and tie' 
silver-lead districts of the Kootenny are 
making records this year in ore produc- 
tion. The old smelters an- all being en- 
larged, and several new smelters .ire 
being built or projected. In spite of 
the large increase in eofce ovens at 
Fertile, the supply of coke is inadequate 
for the smelter demand. 

Since the construction of the C. P. It. 
into the Boundary country a few years 
ago, the towns there have shown great 
growth. Grand Forks two years ago 
had 200 or 300 people; it now has 
2,000. Greenwood had 000 or 700, and 
now has about 3,000. Phoenix a year 
ago had 250, anil now has 1,500 and 
daily ore shipments of 700 tons, am! 
these will be trebled" within a year. It 
looks as if Phoenix may become a second 
Kossland. 

The Coast is just beginning to awaken 
to iis great possibilities in mining. The 
Britannia group, IS miles north of Van- 
couver city, has an enormous deposit of 
low-grade copper ore, which in one pinco 
rises' in a hill 20(1 feet high, all ore, esti- 
mated to be worth ten to fifteen million 
dollars. This property is under option 
to an English syndicate. Lillooet nnd 
Chilli wack districts are showing Some 
wonderfully rich free-milling proposi- 
tions. Buck from the coast, jiist over 
the Cascade range, the Similkaineen nnd 
Keremeos districts are likely to prove 
the richest mineral regions of Southern 
British Columbia, and require but rail- 
way facilities to hike the front rank as 
producing regions. 

The direct Coast-Kootenny will tap 
this region, nnd lion. Mr. Slfton stated 
recently in Vancouver that the federaT 
government would see that it was con- 
structed, and the inception of this neces- 
sary work will doubtless follow in a few- 
months. It is understood that, the Puns- 
mtllr government are anxious to see the 
road built, and will probably aid it. I 
should not be surprised if Messrs. Mac- 
ICenzle & Mnnn built it, as they control 
a charter covering the territory, nnd it 
!s said are willing to begin the moment 
the aid they ask is given. 

Take the Atlin region. In 1800 this 
absolutely new district paid in mining 
fees to the loeal government $110,000, 
or one-ninth of the revenue which the 
province derives from provincial sources. 
It is remote and without transportation 
facilities. When it has these, it will be 
a record-breaker in copper and free- 
milling gojd ores, also in hydraulic min- 
ing. 

Then, as to Vancouver Island, ft is 
enormously rich in coal and iron ores. 
The con] demand on the Pacific Coast 
has in the past two years grown rapidly, 
and is still growing nnd the price ad- 
vancing. Huge deposits, carrying 00 to 
70 per cent, of iron are known, and there 
is no reason why steel works on A 7 an- 
couver Istnnd should not bo as success- 
ful ns in Cape Breton. There is a grow- 
ing demand for steel as far south as 
Chili, and in Siberia, Chinn, Australasia 
and India, nnd soon will he in South 
Africa. Americans are shipping our 
iron ore to smelters In the States. Vnn-j

Endurance is the supplement that brlngsnloft in the blue vase of heaven 



success to effort. Conceutrntlon and con 
tlnuance compel victory. The test lies In the 
second mile. Newness may make the first 
mile easy, the way . smooth, the running 
pleasant. There is the freshness of dawn 
the dew of youth, upon the race course. 
But only an exhibition course ends with one 
heat upon a single mile track. It takes sun- 
set as well as dawn, evening and morning, 
to make life's day. 

The second mile marks the difference be- 
tween life service and heart service. Go- 
lug the second mile willingly makes a 
trusted employee out of a hired hand. The 
hired hand does only the labor of the lirst 
mile. He stops when the whistle blows 
though the task hangs almost completed In 
his hand, lie 6lows up, indeed, In hia run- 
ning before even the end of the ilrst mile 
Is reached. The hired band watches the 
clock. No one who watches the clock ever 
becomes great. lie falls in the second mile. 
The employer is entitled as a matter of 
dollars and cents to the exacc length of tu« 
flrst mile. It is unselfishness that gives 
more. The employee who gives the single 
mile of rervlce la merely making a vir- 
tue of necessity— and there Is uo virtue In 
necessity whatever the proverb says. The 
virtue begins when necessity Is no moro. 
Ixive runs the second mile. Devotion to 
the employer's interest takes the extra 
step, does the unexpected tusk, accom- 
plishes the unrequired duty. The second 
mile of willing service brings reward even 
here. Done for the sake of reward or car- 
ried forward without thought thereof, yet 
It attracts favorable notice of those In au- 
thority and the extra faithfulness never 
goes forgotten. The single mile man is the 
ilrst dropped from the pay roll In time wheu 
work Is slack. The employee who goes the 
second mile cheerfully and without compul- 
sion llnds the Job secure and promotion 
quick and certain. The army of the unem- 
ployed is seldom recruited from the ranks 
of the second mile worker. 

Labor has rights as well as capital. It Is 
not the anarchist only who thus suggests. 
The truth Is that tat>or buys capital as 
well as capital buys labor. Neither can get 
along without the other. Certainly, capi- 
tal cannot exist and accumulate without 
labor, of which It is indeed the product. 
Capital as well as lubor, employer as well 
as employee, needs to go the second mile. 
It Is not enough that the exact wage to 
the cent is paid with never word of appre- 
ciation or thanks. Sometimes the cash is 
less valued than the compliment. The em- 
ployer may get service in times of dire dis- 
tress at starvation rate, but to pay that 
merely Is the Ilrst mile. lie may secure 
cash girls and errand boys and coachmen 
and clerks at the lowest possible figure 
and pay them with exact honesty at the 
close of every month or week. But, hav- 
ing done so, he need not wonder If the 
service Is sennt as the wage, if the busi- 
ness returns are unsatisfactory, and If there 
Is a tugging at his conscience In his quiet 
hours. The highest mnrket price brings 
larger return In labor to the employer than 
even the lowest market price will do. It 's 
when capital goes the second mile that It 
la, like mercy, twice blessed. It blesses 
him that gives and him that takes. 

The graces of life blossom along the sec- 
ond mile. The righteous man does his 
whole duty. As touching the law he is 

blameless. The gentleman adds to duty of , h " Pm .""f t 'j s n „ t so'm^Iqi'The' mfference

the sky. Mushrooms spring upward In a 
week and shrivel as soon; the giant oak 
takes years to build and lives n century. 
I'at'ence is needed In things Intellectual 
as iu the natural world. The mind comes 
slowly to Its fruitage. True, now and then 
a genius Is bom, full-orbed from the sow- 
ing of the dragon's tooth, a Shelle..- in song, 
a Kipling In story, or a Little Corporal in 
war, Immortal, while yet their years are 
few; hut these are freaks of fortune. In 
mind harvest as In the gntherlng from the 
fields, what rlpeus easiest Is of little worth. 
It is a simple thing for an ancient as 
tronomer to work out the theory that the 
sky was a roof over the ilat earth, in which 
the gods had cut out holes and hung light- 
ed lamps as stars. It required centuries 
to come to tie astronomy of Copernicus 
and Kepler and La IMaco. To make a great 
hook Is not a mutter of a moment. The 
movable type, the bleached rags, the com- 
plex wheels of the press, are brought to 
supplement the long thoughts of the author 
and his hours of quiet meditation. Books 
written while you wait Is not Inscribed over 
any great author's study. Human progress 
Is a matter of going the second mile. As 
with Intellect, so with liberty nnd civiliza- 
tion. The non-progressive nations, like 
hermits, arc content with the flr3t mile. 
Only the progressive country presses on to 
forward fields. The good has ever been 
held to be the enemy of the best, Con- 
tentment with a single mile has destroyed 
desire of progress and attainment. In any 
military campaign a chief element In secur- 
ing victory Is the army of reserve. The 
battalion, picked men, seasoned veterans of 
many battles, kept In reserve until the 
critical moment when the issue of the con- 
flict hangs trembling In the balance, and 
then at a word of the commanding gen- 
eral thrown reslstlessly upon the weak- 
spot In the enemy's lines, have turned the 
scales. It was thus that Napoleon em- 
ployed his splendid military guard, and 
Caesar brought Into piny the Invincible 
10th Legion. It was thus that victory has 
been snatched often from apparent defeat, 
and the tide of triumph rolled back to 
overwhelm a seemingly successful foe. It 
Is unlike the American to pursue this pol- 
icy In Intellectual affairs. He has no army 
of the reserve. He crams for each 
tlculnr task. I.Ike the lazy schoolbo 
does not prepare his examination until Im- 
mediately before the examination hour. 
Now. life has been often compared to a 
warfare, and the simile Is not inapt. It s 
made tip of many battles. They take place 
at unlooked-for places nnd with unexpected 
foes. It is the unforeseen that happens. 
The ordinary rank nnd file of the army 
under the brain's command may suffice for 
die ordinary skirmishes. If the war rages 
as we anticipate, and things occur Just as 
we had planned, the slight preparation we 
had made will suffice. But when the un- 
forseen occur— as It always occurs— the 
ordinary equipment must be supplemented 
by the reserve of mind and heart. Rise 
there will be failure complete. We must 
he ready to go the second mile. Nor can 
this army of the reserve be created or dis- 
ciplined after the battle Is on. It must be 
recruited and trained In advance. The dif- 
ference between the man who succeeds nnd 
the man who falls Is the difference between 
the number of his powers and his control

The prince 
of gentlemen, In the most eloquent dis- 
course which ever fell on human ears, ut- 
tered this "hard saying": "And whosoever 
shall compel thee to go a mile, go with him 
twain." He struck at the nicely calculated 
righteousness of Scribe and Pharisee. He 
gave a blow at the letter-of-the-law living. 
He sought to make of men gentlemen. And 
then, for practical Illustration, he went 
about doing good. Duty and desire take 
one the Ilrst mile. Love sweetly compels 
the second and a thousand more. In 
social life there Is not merely an exchange 
of courtesies, a giving of so many good din- 
ners that so. many good dinners may be had 
In return. There Is rather a forgetfulness 
of self. The second mile traveller never 
strikes balances. Love has no prollt and 
loss account. A gentleman is a gentleman 
not because of his environment, but be- 
cause of himself. Compelled by social code 
and the policeman of ceremonial politeness 
to go the first mile he willingly walks 
twain. 

The second mile requires patience as well 
as love. Patience is love In repose. It 
adds endurance to effort. The army wll" 
•eagerly and wlth^ladness follow the bugle s 
call to the long charge when It sulks and 
groans heartsick If compelled to rest in the 
rifle pits and before the fort. The waiting 
time- is the hardest, time. Man is impa- 
tient for rewnrd. He would make success 
hang on the first mile post. lie likes not 
to travel many miles before he sees the 
light of the heaven of his hopes. But on'y 
with patience are the great things of the 
world worked out. The rude* birch bark 
wigwam Is erected In an hour; the great 
cathedral takes 100 years ere the artist 
architect's dream is frozen into stono. 
Nature makes c .dead -snowflake In a single 
night, not so the star flower that she hangs 
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ehisel character. Nor Is existence a matter 
of a single spurt. Life is long and real and 
earnest. The first mile takes not from the 
cradle to the eoftln with Its silver name- 
plate. That Is the second mile. Nor could 
It he otherwise. The first stroke carves uu 
statue into beauty and artistic symmetry. 
The first step does not make a pedestrian, 
it takes the second and many more. There 
are hooks of etiquette without number, es- 
says upon behaviour, the wearing of dress 
suits and the giving of (i o'clock dinners. 
These set down the hard Ilrst mile of social 
living. They prcserlbe the cut of one's neck- 
tie and the color of one's handkerchief. But 
courtesy is not a creation of any book of et- 
iquette. It Is more than wearing a proper 
necktie and laying one's spoons la exact or- 
der at the square meal upon the round ta- 
ble. Courtesy goes beyond the first mile of 
punctllllous observance to the code which 
the hook lays down. It gladly travels the 
second mile of large-hearted kindliness. It 
Is more concerned with the sympathy than 
with the black border on the handkerchief, 
with the guest's comfort at the meal than 
the display of silver on the sideboard. Self- 
sacrifice, which Is courtesy In the superla- 
tive degree, begins only when the first mile 
post Is passed. 

The world Is rich to-day and humanity 
is upon a higher plane of comfort nnd of 
usefulness because of the second miles 
which the generations of the past have 
gone. Because Inventors tolled and explor- 
ers walked In weariness and martyrs died 
at the stake, the sunlight shines at mid- 
night, n whisper Is heard around the world 
there Is no dark continent, republics have 
been born and religion Is unfettered by 
church or state. Other men have labored 
and we enter into the fruits of their labors. 
So human progress, which means human 
happiness, comes for engaging In the sec- 
one mile .service of to-day. As individual 
happiness and hope come In tills way, so 
also does commercial development and up- 
lift. Harvests may delay. The reformer 
may find his sickle rusting in his hands. 
He may wonder at the long withholding of 
the reward for which he has tidied and 
striven. Yet the second mile gospel teaches 
him patience and moulds his character and 
gives him strength. And looking backwnrd 
er the past years, with their rich fruitage

time, and the right way, which decides the pllshment of great results comes not In 
rank In life.

The secretary was Chen called upon to 
read the notice calling the me. "ting a u 
also the circular which hail been mailed 
to each shareholder In connection there- 
with. After this had been done the chair- 
man addressed the meeting as follows: 

At the meeting of the shareholders of 
this bank, held on the "goth August last, a 
preliminary agreement was approved, in 
terms of which the directors were author- 
ized to acquire the business of the Bank 
of British Columbia, provided upon an 
examination of Its assets aud liabilities it 
was thought desirable to do so. nils ex- 
amination hns been made, and we have 
now to report that in our opinion the tran- 
saction should be consummated. lhe 
amendment to the bank net. which has 
been passed since the date of the prelim- 
inary agreement, requires that the actual 
deed of purchase shall be approved by two- 
thirds of the shareholders of the selling 
bank, and bv a majority of the sharehold- 
ers of the purchasing bank. On the hthj 
Instant, the shareholders of the Hank of 
British Columbia, bv a unanimous vote of 
over three-fourths of the entire stock, ap- 
proved of the deed, and the shareholders of 
this bank are now asked to express their 
approval. , . 

Before reading the deed of purchase and , 
offering the necessary resolution It will 
be well to explain briefly what steps have 
been taken to extablish the wisdom of 
completing the transaction. Our llrst step 
was. of course, to satisfy ourselves as to 
the uualltr of the business and assets or 
the Hank of British Columbia, and Immed - : 
ately after the passage of the resolution 
on the 20tb August, the assistant irenernl 
manager, assisted by several branch man- | 
agers proceeded to examine In detail the 
business of each branch. This examination 
having satisfied us us to the quality of 
the bank's assets, and ns to Its earning 
power, the next step was undertaken, 
namely, the Inspection of the bank in or- 
der to actually verify the assets and lia- 
bilities. This Involved commencing on the 
same dav the Inspection of the cash, se- 
curities and accounts of ten offices In Brit- 
ish Columbia. Oregon and California, and 
one In London. England, requiring on this, 
side alone the services of about Jo exporl- i 
enced officers. The Inspection lms now , 
been concluded, with satisfactory results. 

In valuing such a business. In addition 
to the task of setting u price upon the as-' 
sets existing at the moment, two points 01 
great Importance had to be kept clearly In 
view: First, the quality of the business, 
a somewhat different matter from the 
mere ability to realize the purchase pr.ee; 
and. second, the quality of the managers 
and staff. The business of the bank might 
be bought at a very good price, so far as 
the power to realize on the assets is con- 
cerned and yet It might all be of a quality 
inferior to cur own standard of accounts, 
and would therefore have to be liquidated, 
thus lestroylag the good will. In ike 
manner a stall might be acquired, but if 
not a good start' the same process of e ini- 
Inatl.m would have to take place It s 
therefore u great satisfaction to be able 
to report that the current business of the 
bank is In every way excellent and that it 
Is In charge of managers of ability and ex- 
perience, who. with the other officers of 
the bank, will be a welcome addition to our 

In valuing the Items In default, particu- 
lar certain parcels of real estate which fell 
Into the hands of the Hank of British Oo- 
lumbln as the result of the expansion In 
Oregon. Washington, and British Columbia, 
some years ago. and we have endeavored 
to follow a course which will result In e*r- 
Iv sales, and will In no event cause us any 
anxiety as to the outcome. The entire 
amount now depending on such realization 
is quite small, and as our valuations have 
been made quite Independently of the 
Bank or British Columbia, we have valu- 
ed everything of tills character on n very 
severe basis. The result, of course, is to 
lessen somewhat the premium resulting on 
the $2,000,000 of our stock which the share- 
holders of the Bank of British Columbia 
are to receive, but there can be no dount 
that our policy Is safer than if more san- 
guine, views were Indulged. The resulting 
premium on the stock Is about 30 per cent., 
ninl the difference between 130 and the 
market value may be regarded as the price 
'we pay for the good-will of the selling 
bn nk. 

It Is to he remembered that we under- 
took to place the officers of the selling 
bank Is as good a position regarding our 
pension fund as If they had been In this 
service instead of that of the Bank of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and the cost of this, which 
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bla now submitted to the shareholders of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce at a spe- 
cial general meeting thereof called for the 
purpose, be the same aud la hereby up- 

'in C seconding the motion. Mr. Kllgmr 
s-.id- 1 have much pleasure lu seconding 
the resolution. I tbifck we are all agreed 
that the progress which the country will 
make In the next ten or fifteen years will 
be largely In the WestJ the conditions at 
least seem to indicate this. This being the 
case, the desirability or this bank having 
brandies ill the important points in Brit- 
ish Columbia and on the Pacific Coast, is 
evident. By taking over the business or the 
Bank or British Columbia we shall have 
branches in all of the important cities and 
towns out there, and be tc a no-dtlon to 
take advantage or the extending trade ( 
with China and the Kust. which we have - 
every reason to expect. 

Dr. Hoskln— The putting of this reso- 
lution to the meeting practically closes the 
business for which we have been called to- 
gether; but while the voting papers are be- 
ing prepared, I should like to say a few 
words which I and others here think 
should be said. It is an easy thing to come 
here and complete this transaction In less 
than half nn hour, but only those who have 
Been the work that has beeu done can ade- 
quately appreciate the labor and skill and 
anxiety that have been involved In reach- 
ing this result. The shareholders. I am 
sure, are very much Indebted to the geuer- 
al manager and assistant general manager 
md to the members or the staff who bare 
been engged in bringing about the con- 
summation which has been presented to 
you to-day. Mr. Plummer headed the staff 
that went out. and I am very much struck, 
when hearing the reports made by him 
(rom time to time, with the amount or 
labor Involved and the skill required la 
ilea ling with such a matter. I think the 
gentlemen 1 have named are entitled to 
the thanks or the shareholders ror all that 
they have done, and done well, to the ad- 
vantage and benellt or the nhareolders of 
this' bank. I therefore move that the thanks 
of the shareholders be tendered to the 
general manager, the assistant general 
manager and the members of the staff who 
assisted In the examination. 

Mr. Finvlllo— I have great pleasure lu en- 
dorsing what Dr. Hoskln has said. As a I 
shareholder of the bank, I am pleased that 
this resolution has no formal appearance, 
hut Is rather a spontaneous expression of 
the appreciation of the shareholders or the 
services rendered by the executive officers 
of the bank, aud particularly by the gen- [ 
oral manager and assistant general maun- I 
ger. As Dr. Hosklus has fairly Bald. It Is 
difficult for the shareholders. Indeed, for 
liny Of us, to recognize lu the short form ] 
of agreement that has been presented to 
ns, and in the various figures that have 
been brought before as, the amount of pa- 
ttcnt labor and Intelligent hard work that j 
wi re necessary to accomplish this result. 
I regard the transaction an an entirely sat- 
isfactory one for the shareholder.-),- and I 
think, as I am sure the shareholders will 
agree, that It reflects great credit noon the 
officers of the bank, not only In respect to 
ttie technical skill ami knowledge required, 
but upon their wisdom and sound Judgment. 

The President— This resolution, I am sure, 
gives an expression to the feeling of every 
member of the board and of every share- 
holder of the hank. It goes without saying 
thill the transaction is a good one ror the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce. That it has 
been handled with ability and skill we are 
well satlstlefl. ! have pleasure In submit- 
ting the resolution to the shareholders. 

The motion being put was carried un- 
animously. 

In reply, Mr. Wnltror expressed his ap- 
preciation of the resolution, which, op tills 
occasion at least, had nothing formal nbout 
It. He did not remember in all the forty 
years of his experience as n banker any- 
thing which hud required so much thought 
and consideration and persistent work, in- 
creased lu his own case by the extra work 
devolving on him through Mr. Plummer's 
absence. That he regarded the steps which 
bad been taken as wise was plain from 
the decision reached, but he would like the 
Rhnreholders to remember its great Im- 
portance nlso. What the results might he 
only the future will tell. The handling of 
sixty millions of assets was not nn easy 
task, yet he had confidence that with the 
assistance of the directors the business 
could be managed with success and prollt. 

Mr. Plummer nlso expressed his appreci- 
ation of the rehjlutlon. He was nlso "lire 
that the officers would much nppree ite 
It. and spoke of the help afforded by Mr. 
Morris, manngor at Vancouver: the Ottawa, 
Winnipeg and Seattle managers, the ngent 
lit Chicago, the officers of the Inspection 

depart nt and others. 

The vote on the resolution confirming the 
agreement was then taken, nnd the scruti- 
neers reported the same to be carried unan- 
imously by a vote representing 01,3-1*2

Arrangements For Christmas at 
AH the Public Institu- 
tions. 



The birthday anniversary of Him who 
said, " I was sick and in prison, and ye 
visited Me," seems to afford a special 
opportunity for the putting into practice 
of the saying. Year after year the day 
has beon so marked in Victoria, but a 
visit paid to the various institutions 
where these unfortunates are found 
amply demonstrates that, while kindly 
remembered nt nil times, and at Yuletide 
in particular, no effort has been oyer- 
looked this year to take the joys of the 
day into those grim buildings behind 
whose walls those physically or morally 
afflicted are to be found. 

Out at the provincial jail it is found 
that Christmas is the only day in the 
year upon which the government varies 
the monotony of prison fare witli any 
extras. And so those who pick and 
choose daily between the dark, and light 
flesh of a bird can have no means of 
estimating how delicious the roast beef 
of old England and the plum pudding 
can taste. The conflict of the turkey 
vs. the roast has not yet entered this 
institution, and so the great joint of the 
Old Land finds no rival there in the 
American bird. To the government 
ration liberal additions have been made 
by the good citizens of victoria, whose 
presents of apples and oranges and nuts 
and tigs, with many other dainties, will 
be heartily appreciated by Warden 
Johns' big dinner party. 

Mr. Tranter, too, is not deserting his 
post to-day. Sunday after Sunday for 
many years has found him nnd his asso- 
ciates at the jail, and, with the aid of 
the W. O. T. U. a good concert is 
being held during the afternoon. In this 
any of the inmates who can will take 
part; but the warden says that as he 
has no navy men in charge at present 
his band will not be able to offer their 
usual assortment of song. 

Forty-nine men, two women nnd six 
boys — tile latter from Mr. Hansen's ad 
jacent institution — will join in these cele 
brations. Amongst them Larry Mooney 
again firds bis place. Larry at th 
worst is a short-sentence man, and 
won't keep out, but this is said to lie the 
fifteenth Christmas he has spent under 
tlie P. G. brand. 

As the reporter made his sail, the 
veteran physician of the jail dropped in 
too, and left this memo, for the day 
that tells its own story: 

" Please allow prisoners tobacco and 
liberal diet, as usual. J. S. H.' 

At the city police station, Mrs. Jamie 
son, who bap held the contract for pro 
viding the prisoners' meals these six 
years, has a dozen mouths to feed, nnd 
was busy all day yesterday over a right 
royal spread. Turkey and cranberry 
sauce heads the list here, and so these 
transients will not have reason to forget 
what day it is. 

At the Jubilee hospital the presence of 
a number of very serious cases prevents 
very much of the annual programme of 
Christmas in that abode of the sick ones 
The concert of the Arion Club, which 
for years has proved such a treat, has 
thus been postponed, as well as many 
other of the Christmas features. On 
Saturday evening last, however, a most 
successful Christmas tree was hold, and 
it special dinner will to-day be enjoyed 
by those convalescents who can share it. 

Matron McGregor of the Protestant 
Orphanage reports that her little ones 
have been well thought for. This morn- 
ing they all go down to see the moving 
pictures 011 Fort street, after which a 
grand Christmas dinner will be served 
The friends of tile little ones have beon 
very generous, nad not only hare the 
sweets nnd fruits of Christmas been 
amply provided, but also the dressing of 
a tree which will afford an entertain- 
ment on Thursday evening. 

At the convalescent, the old folks and 
other public institutions, ample provision 
is also made for due celebration of 
Christmas gladness; while the vnrious 
Catholic institutions of the city v.'iil give 
the feast its usunl observance.

Development Work on Quartz 
Claims !s Becoming More 
Extensive. 



, Steamer Danube, which returned yes- 
terday afternoon from the north, had 
among her passengers Dr. P. F. Schar- 
schmidt and H. M. Price, two of tho 
shareholdem in the Gleaner mines on 
Tnku Arm. They came over the Fan- 
tail trail, which they said was in excel- 
lent condition. They brought 500 pounds 
of tho ore from the mine, which is to bo 
assayed hore and which in expected to 
give a very rich return. The party 
was delayed by tho fact that 
they had to wait for soveral 
dajH on tho other side of Tnku Arm 
for tho ice to become solid. When they 
left the mine live men were at work and 
some rich ore was being taken out. They 
intend to secure machinery for tho mine 
before returning north. 

Another passenger by the Bteamor wnn 
C. A. O'Brien, who brought out the bods 
of his brother James, who died nt Hoot- 
alinqua a week before the Danube sail- 
ed. He is en route to Ne-w Brunswick, 
where his mother lives. The O'Briens 
met wjth bad luck in tho Klondike coun- 
try and engaged in wood-cutting at Big 
Sainton. Janien fell ill of pneumonia, 
and placing him on a sled, his brother 
went to Ilootalingua with him, but he 
died within an hour or two of the arrival 
there. Procuring a dog team, the broth- 
er then started out over the ice and ar- 
rived nt Skagway last Monday. 

Other passengers were Mrs. It. J. 
Burde, wife of tho editor of the White 
Horae Tribune, who, accompanied by 
Mrs. Taylor of White Horse, is on a vis- 
it to the outside; Fred Holland, who lias 
been building scows at White Horse; 
W. Owen and II. O. Nixon of the govern- 
ment olllccH nt Atlin; Mr. AVngner, a 
United States customs officer at the sum- 
mit, and J. E. Glrouard and wife of At- 
lin. 

According to telegraphic advices receiv- 
ed from Dawson, under date of Decem- 
ber 18th, the epidemic of pneumonia at 
DawHon is waxing serious. Tho corre- 
spondent of the Skagway Alaskan says: 
"There have been live deaths in an many 
days from the dread malady, nnd others 
are suffering from it. People are gre->'.!,v 
worried. Typhoid is alno epidemic, but 
it is subsiding and it is generally believed 
that the worst is ovcj-, 

Tim smallpox nt White Horse 
There are now only two smallpox pa- 
tients in the entire district. Five thou- 
sand vacine points were received today 
and it is announced that compulsory vac- 
cination to include every man. woman 
and child in the city and on the creeks 
is to proceed at once. Twenty-live hun- 
dred pointM were received some time 
ago." 

The smallpox at White Horse 
has abated, the patient being released on 
December 0th. 

A despatch from Dawson on December 
13th Hays: Donat Morais, a miner on 
Last Chance creek, 17 miles from Daw- 
son, fell down a shaft sixty feet deep, 
and although his head and spine were 
badly cruehed, he is yet alive' and it is 
possible that he may recover. Morais 
was working at the windlass when ho 
made a misstep and fell headlong down 
the shaft. Ilin apparently lifeless body 
was hoisted out and after being brought 
to the air, showed signs of coming to 
life, lie was taken to Dawson on a sled, 
whore lie was operated upon. His skull 
was found to be [fractured and his spinu 
injured. 

Wiring from Dawson on December 
14th, tti-' Sk gway N'ewo correspondent 
says: Prices linvo taken a still further 
decline in the interior, and many of the 
mining operators and not a few families 
nro stocking up for the winter, as they 
do not expect prices on general commodi- 
ties to be so low again in Dawson this 
winter. Eggs, potatoes) onions, dried 
fruits and dry products generally are low 
er today in price than they were during 
the summer. The drop is unprecedented. 
Even in the face of a probable feed short- 
ago before spring, oats are cheaper than 
any time last summer. 

Writing from Dawson on December 
4th, another correspondent sayw: "For a 
few days business men felt dubioLs over 
the outlook for the wintor trade. MucS 
of the business of restaurants, hotels and 
small retail concerns is dependent on uio 
trade of actresses and theatrical people. 
The order was given the police to allow 
no woman to enter a theatre box and to 
do no drinking or soliciting. The manag- 
ers said their houses wouid have to close, 
as they made no money out of the per- 
formances, but only out of the sale of 
drinks. Within a few days -Major Wood 
modified his order somewhat and made 
a set of rules for their government. In 
substance the new rules prohibit the salq 
of intoxicants in theaters by women, for- 
bids them to enter boxes unless request- 
ed, restricts boisterousness and lewdness 
in all parts of the house, denies the wo- 
men the privilege to watch or play at 
gambling games in the bouse or to drink 
at -bars, forbids the purchase of drinks 
with gold dust or bank check, and re- 
quires tlie management of houses to dis-

miss a disorderly or notorious employe 
on complaint of tlie commandant of tho 
police." 

Wallace Clark, of Clark & Ryan, was 
held up at Dawson on December 13 in 
bis store and $100 taken from the casli 
drawer. Customers who entered the 
store were also compelled to hold up 
their hands, but were not robbed. The 
robber was not captured. 

Late arrivals from Dawson have much 
to say with regard to the development 
of the quartz mines in the Klondike. 
The claim for that country is made that 
there are more men now engaged in 
quartz mining than over before. Quartz 
mines are being worked on Eldorado 
creek, and within a year the qiKtrtz 
mines are expected to contribute a large 
share to the annual gold output. The 
mines are not confined to one creek. 
Rich quartz lias been discovered on all 
the creeks in tlie Yukon. Those on 
Bonanza especially prospect well. Tons 
of ore have been assayed in Dawson 
from tlie different creeks, and every- 
where are found leads that produce gold, 
silver and lead" in large quantities. 

On Monday, December ;i, the new 
federal building at Dawson was opened 
to the public. Tlie post office occupies 
nearly all the lower floor, and the re- 
mainder is taken up with the telegraph 
office. There are 1,000 lock boxes and 
a well-arranged general delivery section, 
with a large space for sorting mail. 

The long delayed automobiles arrived 
in Dawson on December 18, and were 
to lie placed on tlie creek runs. 

Montague Martin, artist and elocution- 
ist, died suddenly at Dawson on Novem- 
ber 30. He was a member of the Arctic 
Brotherhood, and the funeral we held 
under their direction. Ho decorated 
ninny intet rs in Dawson with his work, 
and had some valuable paintings of 
Yukon scenes. 

A Dawson paper says: " It is gener- 
ally believed in Dawson that Joseph C. 
Lancaster has been murdered by a for- 
mer employee. Mrs. Wylie, who is now 
in Dawson, says that while in Seattle 
last August Mrs. McNamoe told her "hat 
the latter's brother, whose name is un- 
known here, had said he would kill Lan- 
caster if he over returned to Seattle. 
Mrs. McNnmee's brother came to Daw- 
son with Lancaster and Calderhead two 
years ago, and he became dissatisfied 
about the payment of his wages. He 
and Lancaster quarrellel, and he left 
and went outside, returning to Seattle." 

Boli Hazel was run out of the Porcu- 
pine district on December 15 for steal- 
ing provisions from Col. Grygla's cabin. 

Kodawnt, chief of the Chilkats, is 
dead. The old chief, who gave away 
all his earthly belongings at the great 
potlatch last October, succumbed to con- 
sumption on Saturday, December 15, at 
Klukwun.

If you had a good friend possessed of 
a high degree of literary culture, one 
renowned for his reading of the ancient 
classics, would you send for him instead 
of for a doctor? 

Again, if a sudden frost plaj _>d havoc 
with the water-pipes, would you tele- 
rjhone for a lawyer to come and make 
your repairy? 

Or, again, if you desired to open up 
and develop a valuable mine, do you 
think that the salesman in a book store 
would be a proper person to place in 
charge of tin; work? 

It. was witJi a series of questions like 
these that a writer in a recent number 
of an American publication began an 
article of a technical sort. On their 
face they appeared nonsensical, but the 
nonsense is of a most practical nature if 
it is directed to the position of the sub- 
ject of public school education in this 
province. Happily, however, the charge 
is one that is speedily to be removed, 
nnd that by means of the opening of a 
normal school in Vancouver early in the 
new year. 

• Thus far in the history of this, the 
most expensive department in the gov- 
ernment service, a non-professional 
standard of education and of knowledge 
has been a sufficient qualification for 
tho teaching of the young idea 3. That, 
however, is to bo now no longer, as all 
teachers henceforth entering that calling 
will be required to know not only some- 
thing of the knowledge of the books, but 
n great deal of the knowledge of "how 
to teach " what they do know, or, rather, 
tlie little of that that the public schools 
require. This will take from the prov- 
ince the great reflection that new rests 
upon its school work, will bring it into 
line with tho sister provinces of the 
Dominion, and enable its system to keep 
abreast of all modern improvements that 
have si largely of late entered the edu- 
cational field. 

In many parts this teaching of the 
teachers is taken un in two sorts of 
schools. Model schools enter to the 
wants of the rural schools, while normal 
courses are requisite for all higher posi- 
tions in the service. Botli of these coin- 
birie the studies of what are technically 
known as non-professional and profes- 
sional subjects. Willi the institute on 
the eve of being nnened in this province, 
however, a slight change is said to be 
contemplated. 1'rofessionnl work alone 



is to be taught at it, and the three 
grades arranged for will provide for the 
various requirements of the common 
graded and high school duties. AH non- 
professional work will be required to be 
taker up just about as it is at present. 

It should be noticed that the establish- 
ment of a normal school in no way 
throws a suspicion upon the knowledge 
of the present teachers. That, by rea- 
son of the high standard of the present 
examinations required to be passed here 
in order to obtain a non-professional cer- 
tificate, is quite as high— and in many 
cases more so — than in any of the other 
provinces of Canada. And tha new re- 
quirement to be demanded will be held 
by the teachers themselves to be quite 
as reasonable and just, as it should ap- 
pear to the parents and ratepayers who 
are interested in the matter. The young 
girl, fresh from u high school and eager 
to earn her $50 a month, knows all 
about the helplessness of the position 
which she does not know bow to till. Its 
trying unpleasantness is found out just 
us much by the university graduate, 
who takes a school to earn his daily 
bread. Both fall back upon how they 
were taught themselves, and so continue 
methods that are years behind those of 
to-day. Coming as they do from all tho 
provinces of Canada from many of the 
Btates of the Union, from England, Ire- 
land and Scotland, and from the other 
colonies, it is no wonder that the most 
diverse methods are to be found in the 
kc' xils, and that when a now teacher 
cones to a district, several months u're 
practically wasted in getting the machine 
to run smoothly. This is tlie case of a 
teacher taking tho first school, who has 
to feel the way along until it does run 
smoothly, often means that for well nigh 
a year— and sometimes even more— tlie 
pupils pay the price of the experiment. 

By means of a normal school, not only 
will" this question of tyros and of aliens 
be settled, but a uniformity will be 
reached. All those unfitted by nature 
or by art will be kept from a calling 
where of necessity they will do ntyre 
barm than good. A greater confidence 
in the teacher of ability to do a teacher s 
work will elevate the office, not only in 
the eves of the pupils and their parents, 
but of society genernlly. Pressing for 
recognition as a profession, its members 
are apt to overlook the fact that pro- 
fessions require years of study and ap- 
prenticeship for tlie months of so; >ol- 
going required of them, after that is Uat 
they have gained that fair average fit 
education generally thought desirable 
before entering the struggle for life. In 
Japan, where tho teaching classes wt 'k 
possibly higher than anywhere else, live 
years of normal training are required 
before the teacher can secure an ap- 
pointment to a school. 

Another end to be achieved by the 
change is one concerning disciplin . No- 
where, perhaps, does the tyro or the in- 
competent flounder worse than here, and 
with children quick to notice every 
move, all slips and laxities nre at once 
pounced upon, with results not to be 
eradicated, perhaps through a lifetime. 

Not one of the least benefits to be 
derived from this training is that affect- 
ing the accent, style of speech nnd even 
tho manners of the teachers. Many of 
them, through lack of opportunity, for 
which they of course cannot lie held 
responsible", bring to the school rooms 
provincialisms that are far from desir- 
able, but which in a school for teachers 
may be rubbed aside by the uncon- 
scious, and alas! as is sometimes needed, 
conscious tuition of thought and man- 
ners. 

The importance of tins change may 
well be illustrated by the estimate of a 
prominent educationalist in the Last, 
who is said to have stated that where 
the teachers knew how to teach fully 
one-third more and bitter work was 
done where tlie schools were in the 
hands of simply well-educated men and 
women.
